After this the raw sugar is made 
into a syrup and refined. This is 
essentially a chemical treatment. 
Clay, lime, liquid blood, calcium 
acid, phosphate and other chem- 
icals are used to clarify the syrup. 
Then it is filtered through cloth 
bags and afterward through bone 
char. Later still 
and crystallized product may be 
bleached with sulphur dioxide. This 
step is of particular importance in 
making cane sugar from 
beets.

Thig, too, is a 
product of the chemist’s art. The 
corn starch is boiled with dilute 
acid. The resulting fluid is neu- 
tralized with marble dust or car- 
bonate of soda. After that it is 
filtered through bone black, just as 
is the cane-sugar syrup. After be- 
ing evaporated and crystallized, the 
finished article is corn sugar or 
dextrose. 


Let no one cause you to reject 
or to accept one or the other prod- 
uct—cane sugar or corn sugar— 
merely because it is a chemical 


product. Both are the outcome 
of chemical treatment. Each has 
its own particular use. The great- 


er sweetness of cane sugar will give 
it greater vogue, of course. But 
when sweetness is of less import- 
ance, as in preserving, the greater 
cheapness of corn sugar should 
make it very popular.

These Appetizing Food Com- 
binations Are Taking on New 
Form and Appearance. 


URVEYORS of cooked food, 
S particularly specialty shops, tea 
rooms and pastry shops are 
constantly offering, in their menus, 
new ideas in combinations and 
food service that instantly catch 
and hold the public favor. Among 
the latest of these new favorites is 
the toasted sandwich which is be- 
ing popularized in restaurants, 
clubs, tea rooms and lunch rooms 
until today it is one of the most 
talked about articles of food. 

While the term toasted sandwich 
is most elastic and may mean al- 
most anything in the way of toast- 
ed slices of bread in combination 
with any kind of filling, the most 
popular type of toasted sandwich 
boasts of a psread of cheese on the 
upper surface or the top of the 
sandwich.

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LEAGUE GROWS MORE 
CONSERVATIVE AND 
LESS DEMOCRATIC 


Spirit of Old-Time Suffrage Campaigners, Who Did 
Not Dodge Any Issue, Was Missing at 
Gathering Here. 


By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 
OLLOWING the close of the 
Fe xationai League of Women 
Voters’ convention at Hotel 
Statler Wednesday, the executive 
council met and decided which of 
the already aphbroved legislative 
bills should be stressed and pushed 
by the legislative agent at Wash- 

ington, Mrs, Maud Wood Park, 

These were, first and foremost, 
the Crampton bill in its provisions 
for placing prohibition enforcement 
officers under civil service regula- 
tions. Opposition to the Wads- 
worth-Garret bill on methods of 
amending the Constitution and to 
the equal rights bill of the Nation- 
al Women’s Party. Support of leg- 
islation having to do with electric 
power economy, the Shepard- 
Towner bill, and all legislation sup- 
porting a disarmament conference 
and the establishment of a bureau 
of education in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

New subjects which the conven- 
tion recommended in its study pro- 
gram were military training in 
schools, immigration problems, 
Federal aid and minimum wage 
laws. It was voted to hold con- 
ventions biennially instead of an- 
nually hereaftey with a meeting 
of the general council in the inter- 
vening year. Two additional vice 
presidents were provided for. Miss 
Mollie Ray Carroll as fifth vice 
president will head a new depart- 
ment, that of public welfare in 
Government. Miss Elizabeth Haus- 
er, formerly secretary, as fourth 
vice president, will head the de- 
partment of efficiency in govern- 
ment. Mrs. James W. Morrisson, 
first vice president, and Miss Adcle 
Clarke, second vice president hold- 
overs from the last administration, 
will in the future be known as 


vice president-at-large, sharing ad- 


ministration duties with Miss Sher- 
win. Mrs. Caspar Whitney retired 
as first vice president. Miss Lud- 
ington remains as treasurer. Mrs. 
Herbert Knox Smith was named 
secretary. Miss Ruth Morgan as 
third vice president will continue 
at the head of the department 


working for international peace. + 


Miss Sherwin to Serve Again. 

Miss Belle Sherwin will serve for 
another two years as president. It 
was decided to hold the next gen- 
eral conference at National League 
headquarters in Washington. A 
law enforcement resolution went 
a step farther than those adopted 
in previous years in its demand 
that there be no weakening or un- 
dermining of the eightcenth 
amendment and asking that ap- 
pointment of prohibition officers 


for Eagle Stamps at coun- 
ter in Famous-Barr Base- 
® ment. 
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be made subject to civil service 
qualifications. 

Otherwise the program of the 
league remains almost identically 
the same as that adopted last year. 
year. 

Altogether it was noticeable that 
the organization grows more con- 
servative, and less democratic with 
the years, that a new regime is 
in force which believes in study- 
ing fundamental problems rather 
than lending itself to decisive ac- 
tion on controversial issues. 

Time was, when Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, Miss Mary Garrett 
Hay, .Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
Harriett Taylor Upton and other 
old suffrage campaigners were the 
leaders of the organization, the 
(eague did not hesitate to declare 
itself on one side or the other of 
almost any question presented to 
it, and the more important the bet- 
ter. They were pioneers who hav- 
ing weathered many a crisis, wera 
not in the habit of sidestepping 
issues. 

It was an inspiration on the part 
of Mrs. John O. Miller of Pennsyl- 
vania, leader of the faction in favor 
of declaring definitely against no 
modification of the Volstead act, 
to send a last minute S. O. S. to 
Mrs. Catt who did not attend the 
convention this year. It was char- 
acteristic of Mrs. Catt to respond 
without hesitation and without any 
doubt being left as to which side 
of the controversy she was on. 
“You are right,” wired Mrs. Catt. 
“I favor the strongest possible en- 
forcement resolution including no 
modification of the Volstead act.” 

But this convention was not in- 
fluenced by Mrs. Catt. A ma- 
jority resolution favoring _ strict 
enforcement but failing to allude 
to modification, was passed 171 
to 79. 

It was not without intense fee}- 
ing and one of the most spirited 
debates in the history of the or- 
ganization that the radical prohi- 
bition resolution was rejected and 
a strong but broader one accepted. 
Many elements entered in to com- 
plicate the controversy. The im- 
pression was made that the sen- 
timent of the delegates was entire- 
ly dry. Only one speaker broached 
the idea that the Volstead act does 
not provide the best means of pro- 
tecting the eighteenth amendment. 
Otherwise there was silence on the 
part of any Proponents of the 
broader resolution who might have 
been thinking of modification. <A ' 
significant silence may be with 
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refuge taken behind the plea of 
expediency and the danger of set- 
ting a dangerous precedent. 

An attempt made by the Penn- 
sylvania delegation to change thc 
policy of the League so as to allow 
State Leagues to act independently 
on local problems was lost. 

With the League meeting only 
once in two years, affairs in the 
intervening years being entrusted 
to the general council, was seen an- 
other step away from democracy 
and toward greater centralization 
of authority. Again the rebellious 
Pennsylvania delegation attempted 
to thwart the majority, suggestiazg 
that at least two delegates instead 
of one from each state be sent tv 
the council meetings. But this mo- 
tion also was lost. ¢ 

To Become Study Group. 

There were debates and differ- 
ences of opinion on many other 
subjects, as much as ever there was 
at former conventions, but the im- 
pression left at the end is that the 
majority concurs in Miss Sher- 
win’s opinion that the organization 
should remain, and become more 
and more a study groun, a graat 
educational institution to instruct 
women voters in fundamental prob- 
lems that they may have their final 
solution in government. 

A whole day’s program devoted 
to the new voters’ section’ empha- 
sized this idea. 

t was repeatedly remarked that 
the League is the only organizat/on 
of its size and scope devoting if self 
to education in citizenship and that 
with this purpose alone it has a 
great and sufficient reason for 
being. 

Miss Sherwin in an _ interview 
called attention to the fact that 
since their enfranchisement women 
voters have brought about no rev- 
olution in politics, have in fact 
changed the character of the elec- 
torate very little. It was her be- 
lief that the remedy lies in better 
educated, more intelligent voters. 
Several times in the course of the 
convention Miss Sherwin remarked 
with seeming satisfaction that the 
organization had ‘‘settled down to 
a steady jog trot.” 

St. Louis will always feel a pro- 
prietary interest in this organiza- 
tion since it had its inception here 
seven years ago at the end of the 
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last national suffrage convention, 
just as the passage oi the Nine- 
teenth Amendment had passed 
both houses of Congress and only 
ratification by the states remained 
to make it a settled fact. Mra 
George Gellhorn had become 
known to the national suffrage 
leaders as the foremost leader of 
the movement in this part of the 
country and she was made the first 
vice president of the League of
